THe letter from Mr. 8. LANDMAN, M.A., 
this week, rendering some details of the negotiations that have 
taken place hetween Mr. WEINBERG, the inventor of the Casting 
Pen, and the Shechita Board, is illuminating.

opinion one way or the other concerning the reasonableness or 
otherwise of the offer made by Mr..

statement should be officially made that the honorary officers have 
not bound themselves to‘anyone in any way, and that the clec- 
tion will therefore be. subject to the unfettered and uncontrolled 
choice of the members. It would .be callous cruelty of the meanest 
sort to have advertised this post and to receive applications from 
would-be candidates if those in’ authority have alrealy made up 
their minds about Mr. Giveen’s successor, and have pledged them- 
selves beforehand to secure his appointment.

the salary, the maximum of which is mentioned, is “according to 
qualifications.”’. What this means in indeed puzzling. Is it con- 


templated to choose an inferior man, if he agrees to do the job 
cheaply? And what are the qualifications that are to be deemed 
to merit the maximum remuneration? I should have thought that 
the one qualification that would in such case be looked at, is the

Jew when a Jew was—if noi several Jews were—available for the 
position. Among other reasons for this are the facts that a Jewish 
doctor is likely to be more sympathetic to, because better under- 
standing, the patients at the Home, most of whom are of foreign 
birth, and that Jewish doctors are undoubtedly differentiated against 
when applying to non-Jewish institutions of the kind, and so should

British Empire. There a measure has just become law designed to 


exclude Jews from the country—an advertisement to all the world 
that Jews are not wanted there. When we come to think of the part 
Jews have playel in the making of South Africa, since the very 
earliest days of the colonisation there, is it not remarkable that 
so dire an insult should be contrived against Jews there—for the 
immigration restriction is frankly directed against Jews—and that 
Jews should be helpless in the matter to do anything more than 
make protests that edulously igiored? And here again the 
position was explained to by one who knows the conditions. Every 
Jew, he told me, is thankful that the Immigration Bill was not an 
anti-Jew Bill and that it sought only to keep out Jews who wished 
to come there and fot to “kick out” Jews alreidy in the land. 
Thus every Jew looked upon events a; did Rabbi Akiba when they 
pelted him with date Thank Gol,” he exclaimed, “it was not 
coker-nuts!" Moreo, my informant further explained, every 
Jew in South Africa is proud to think that although the measure 


is against Jews in genera’, /¢ is not prejudiced by it—it is not that 
sort of Jew whio is aimed at! But who can tell where race dis- 
crimination, informed a is In SO Many cases in South Africa by 


religious sentiment, is going to stop? Once the crushing stream 
of intolerance, racial o: igious, is allowed to break through its 
bonds, a flood of bigoted passion is at any moment possible. 

NOR ARE.THE SIGNS Frew that even during the last year anti- 
Jewish sentiment has waxed in strength in the United States 
which contain the largest aggregation the world over of our people. 
There are constantly, | observe, indications of racial ill-feeling 


born of an exagverated Americanism there, and we know to what 
a horrible extent racial il-feeling can be carried in the land of the 
Stars abd the Stripes. Tha religious and the social position of 


Jews there not alone leaves much to be desired, but calls 
for much anxiety or abi least uncertainty. But enough! My 
catalogue of woe is by no means exhausted. I could quote many 
more instances—-some of them much nearer home—which show 
that the case of the Jewish people. is one far removed from the 
gladness we usually associat: with the Parim celebration. And f 
feel that I should be misleading those who read this column if I 
pretended to think otherwise or ignored ugly facts because they 
are ugly. But let it not be supposed that [am in any unduly 
pessimistic frame of mind. The lesson which Purim teaches above 
all is that when things have been at their very worst with us Jews, 
that time has been a prelude for their bettering. The puzzle is to 
know whether we have touched nadir or whether there is further 
descent into the gloom before us. In the hope otherwise, we may 
each of us wish every fellow-Jew—certainly there is no harm in 
wishing—a Purim merry in contemplation of better days. I doso 
most heartily.

Mr. J. V. LANDOR, Muar, Johore, Malaya, writes: I have read with 
deep sorzow ia THE JEWisH CunoniccEe I have just received of the death 
of Dc. Schoafeld. As I had the privilege of being medical adviser to 
him an1 his family before I left London for Malaya ia 1927, I had the 
opportunity of being able to appreciate, as an intimate friend, his superb 
qualities.

into. Greek, and partly by the example of Jewish 
he most potent factor. under the first heading was thé 


(Septuagint) translation of the Bible. Not only did educated 
Greeks read this literature which must inevitably have appeared to 
them a3 great; but they could not help noticing that Jews were 
kind, simple and moderate in their living, boasted of a healthy 
family life and a high moral ideal. The result was that in the 
Hellenistic age many non-Jews joined themselves to the Jewish 
Community, The historians of early Christianity are agreed that 
Jews paved the way for the later propagandist activity of the early 
Church, Thoughtful men in that. age were impressed by a 
System of worship which knew nothing of idols, and was marked 
by a lofty idealism which was lacking in the heathen world. 

One exainple of Jewish propaganda was the conversion of the 
royal house of Adiabne, whose queen, Helena, actually visited 
Jerusalem and, as the Talmud reports, had speech with the Rabbis 
ofthe time. The Jewish missionary to this royal house was one 
Ananias. According to Josephus, many heathens made a practice of 
attending synagogues. It is significant that a number of well-known 
Latin writers make it appear that it was a common practics for 
heathens to visit the Jewish House of Prayer. In one of his Satires 


‘ Horace has a reference to this fact, while Juvenal addresses a friend 


jokingly : “In which synagogue shall I find you?’ As Josephus 
reports: There is scarcely a city among the Greeks, nor is it 
otherwise among the barbarians, where those who observe the 
Sabbath and the Fasts and the Feast of Lights and our Dictary Laws 
cannot be found.’ The evidence of Josephus is supported by that 
of Juvenal who, with a poet's capacity to see into the heart of things, 


describes how many a Roman family fell away from the heathen. 


customs of their fathers to the Jewish cult. The head of the 
family begins to observe the Sabbath and to abstain from pork ; his 
example is not lost on his sons who despise the old Roman gods and 
utter prayers to the invisible god of Heaven, and finish up by sub. 
mitting to circumcision, 

The evidence of the writers is supported by the ‘facts of lif. 
Many distinguished members of Roman society in the first century 
became Jewish converts, including the imperial consort of Nero 
himself. Nor was the process limited to the countries outside 
Palestine ; propaganda within the Holy Land itself was ai keen 
and as active as in the Diaspora. The earliest Talmudic Rabbis 
were ready to welcom*s heathen converts. “If one comes to thee to 
become a proselyte,’ Rabbi Eliezer taught, “and he comes only for 
love of God, give him a welcome and send him not away.’ God 
Himself was quoted as an example to be followel of miking con. 
verts; did He not accept Jethro? Did He not bid Israel love the 
stranger? And is it not right that he should be loved, seeing that 
he has left father and mother, home and family, to join himself to 
Giod ? 

Before the destruction of the Jewish State and possibly as late 
as the middle of the second century before the Common Era, pros 
selvtes from among the heathens were welcomed into the Jewish 
Community, It seems highly likely that short summaries of 
Judaism were prepared for their use, The story of Hillel sum. 
marising Jewish teaching for a heathen standing on one foot, could 
not have been au isolated instance. Hillel must have been accus- 
tomed to offer heathens short summaries of Judaism, and there is 
s0Tne evidence at least that ifillel was not the only Jewish teacher 
of those days to give such brief sunmaries. The fact that during 
the first century of the Common Era ths Talmudic Ribbis discussed 
the conditions for the admission of proselytes proves that the problem 
must have been acute at the time. One of the Kighteen Benedictions 
contains a prayer for converts to Judaism, who have come ou’ of 
the purest and highest motives, the prayer has been recited through 
the centuries down to our own time. 

It was only after the failure of the rebellion of Bar Kochba, 
when the Jewish nation was engaged ina life and death struggle 
for its existence, that an entirely different attitude was taken up to- 
wards proselytes. The influence of the new adherents of tha 


daughter religion may have had something to do with the changed. 


attitude and, while proselytes were not utterly rejected, their admis- 
sion into the Jewish C)ymmunity was made eXceedingly difficult. Yet 
in later centuries it would appear from the reports of tie Church 
Fathers that Jews still engaged in propaganda. Justin Martyr 
reports that Jews sent out missionaries to win converts, and St. 
Chrvsostom (347-407) is angry with the Jews because of their 
tremendous influence with the citizens of Antioch, who preferred to 
go to the synagogues rather than to the churches. He actually says: 
“Tt is as well to be silent concerning the success of Jewish propa- 
ganda in order that the enemies of the Church may not rejoice.” 
Again and again the early Church Fathers admonished their

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Christian flocks to abstain from what was termed ~ Judaising,” 
which meant the observance of Jewish holidays and Jewish customs. 

When the Empire became Christian effective legislation was 
promulgated to check Jewish propaganda. Christians were pro- 
hibited from marrying Jews, and Jews were forbidden to keep slaves 
lest they should adopt Judaism. Synagogues might be built only 
under licence, and any attempt at propaganda on the part of Jews 
among Christians was punishable with death. Oa the other hand, 
ifa Jew adopted Christianity he wa; sure of no small material 
advantages. Auti-Jewish imperial legislation found its way, through 
the influence of the Church, into the Codes of the new nations that 
sprang up on the ruins of the Roman Empire. 

Nevertheless, the success of Jewish propaganda must have been 
great: it is significant that Seneca relates that the Jewish religion 
was alopted in many parts of the world, and that the conquered 
Jews gave their laws to their conquerors (ut religio Judaica, per 
onminent jam ferram re victoribus vich leges dederunt/. 

Somehow religious missionary work to-day appears to be some: 
thing cut of accord with the spirit of the age. Ifa religion is good 
and noble. it must make its adherents live good and noble lives. If 
others, seeing the excellence of these lives, choose to adopt the 
religious system, there is no more tobe said. But active'propaganda 
for any religion is surely in bad taste. That two thousand years 
ago it should have been considered right and proper, only proves 
how far we have travelled in the realm of conduct.

The literary character of the book of Esther differs somewhat 
from that of other Biblical books. It seems to be constructed in a 
series of episodes, as though written for dramatic representation 
rather than for reading. We are presented with many a striking 
picture of orientallife ; royal palaces and. city streets ; conspirators 
and courtiers; a queén dethroned; an orphan girl made queen. 
A mectiog, dramatic enough, in which the hero ‘ refuses to 
do obeisance to the villain; a people’s peril; a city confused ; 
Mordecai in sackcloth and ashes crying with a loud and bitter cry in 
the broad place of the city. But there is one scene on which the 
whole play seems to depend; one moment which holds the denoue- 
mentof the Mordecai, clad in sackcloth and 
ashes, accosted by Esther's messenger, challenges the queen, and 
fate of het people rests on her own decision, on 
her willingaess to risk her crown, to forfeit, if tt must be, even her 
life on their behalf.

* But the challenge of Mordecai is something more than a pivot 
on which a plot may turn. It is an ethical anda religious challenge. 
For those in high places, it may serve as a reminder that the duties 
of office are not completely rendered, unless heed and care be given 
to the needs of those who are unable to achieve their own safety 
in the peril thas awaits them often at the hands of those 
who ought to be their natural protectors. The power which 
we wield adds manifestly to our individual responsibility. In 
anu age when authority is being constantly challenged, its justifica- 
tion mus6 lie in its ability to lighten the burdens, and avert 
the perils of those who have to submit rather thanto rule. Bat there 
are other responsibilities, besides those attached to cflice and to 
high station. There is a responsibility of opportunity that comes 
to so many of us and is far too often unheeded. We know our 
people are in peril. 
may bring us into disfavour, may imperil our own position, attained 
perhaps with infinite care and with the greatest difficulty.’ There 
are open enemies or secret competitors for the royal favour that 
fate seems to have shown us. ‘And all the king’s servants bow 
down and prostrate themselves to Haman.’ Are we to be the only 
ones who will neither bow down nor prostrate ourselves to evil in 
high places ? 

The call comes to us at some moment to declare oursalves, no 
longer to hold our peace. We plead the futility of any action we 
may take, its danger to ourselves. But, as. Mordecai would tell! us, 
the real danger lies in our absteation from putting forth a helping 
hand. For if God must seek the enlargement of those He loves 
from other hands, then our opportunity has gone, and our failure 
leaves ws dead in Gol’s sight. “It is we, and the reputation of our 
father’s house that perish.’ Again, one need not be of high degree 
to seek for opportunity. The world about us is full cf needs.. On 
every hand are calls for help. Either we must close our heart or 
be giving or doing something. We dare not shut our hearts; that 
means moral and spiritual death to ourselves. “How can we 
endure to see the toil, that for want of our share in combating

The Persecution of Rabbis. 
Significant Letters. 


The ScoTsMAN publishes the following extracts from letters, which 
are to the same effect. Tho letters were written by people in Russia 
to relatives in Scotland, and were supplied tothe SCOTSMAN by Rabbi 
Dr. Salis Daiches. 

This week we have read in the Press that the priests have decinred that 
there is no persecution of religion. This is an impertinent lie. The priests 
will pever say sucha thing. And if they have said it, it could only have been 
extracted from them atthe point oftherevoiver. ‘The prisonsare full of priests. 
In the same way those who support Rabbinical colleges are sent away into 
exile, into remote parts. Clergymen are ejected from their houses, and they 
are compelled to sign dacuments renouncing their faith. Synagogues and 
prayer houses are closed, and from the churches the bells are removed. 
Allthat write is only a thousandth part (ofthe facts). Such things have never 
yet happened in history. ‘The expulsion (of the Jews) from Spain was nothing 
compared with what we are experiencing here, May the Lord have mercy 
npon us{ Compare Danie!, ch. viil., Verses 23-2), which are applicable to our 
time. 

A Rabbi, whose Synagogue has been confiscated, who has been ejected from 
his house, whose children have been expelled from educational institutions for 
the reasour that they are children of a clergyman, writes in the following strain : 

“Many thanks to you, my dear, for your efforts to ease our poverty and 

want, which have come upon us suddenly from ail sides. My office as 
Rabbi. which in the best of times only yielded a meagre living, has now 
been terminated. And yet, forall that, we are thankfal that we are 
alive. . . . Lt has also become known that lam the father of ———, and 
althongh for this very reason we had separated, and | was never seen among 
them. vet the fact alone that they are children of a Rabbi is asin which 
they (the authorities) cannot forgive.”

Major DANIEL Hopkin, M.P., said thatin reference to the Commission 
of Inquiry Report, they must be prepared for one of twothings. They must 
be prepared for a Report which would say that the work of the Zionists in 
Palestine bad been succ2ssfal and should be furthered. But if they were 
wise they shonld also be prepared for a Report that was unfavourable, 
and in that case they were bound to see that they must put forward the 
Zionist case not as the Arabs put forward theirs, but with argument, with 
facts and figures. They had in no way done any harm, but, on the 
contrary, quite a lot of good to the Arab3in Palestine. And in this work 
none had accomplished more important or better work than the Socialist 
Movement in Palestine.

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POSITION IN AMERICA. 

I will now say something about America. We are informed that the Viscose 
Company made steady progress for the first ten months of the year, with a gradually 
increasing output which actually amounted to about 50 per cent. of the total 
American production of rayon yarns , and there was some reduction of the 
manufactured stocks with which 1929 started. Then, as you know, at the end 
of October the Wall Street collapse gave a far-reaching shake to national! con- 
fidence ; the upward curve was sudden!s reversed; sales were severely curtailed, 
and the lox of two months’ growing trade adversely affected the expected balance 
of profit for the year; consequently It was no Use looking to America for any 
increased income to offset our Joss of English profit; even so, the dividenda 
received from that country account for much more than half of our total! protits 
for the vear. 

The pres nt Ameri: an outlook m nor ve clear: th first wave of cle pression 
scems to have passed, and there is evidence of a, return towards normal trade 
conditions —at any rate among manufacturers of the staple fabrics which consume 
the larger part of t hye V iecone Compan\ output, for the luxury trades do not 
appear to he making the same recovers Rut another factor we have to consider 
ix the growth of competition amony the Amercan producers of rayon yarns ;

SITUATION IN EUROPE. 


I now come to the Continent of Europe and eur interests there. | need not 


te'l vou that 1029 did not witness any improvement in the Continental rayon 
industrw: that much is evident from the fall in share values. Production con- 
tinued to grow rapidly, increasing by about 24,000,000 Tb., or 19 per cent., during 
the year, and pricce-cutting was keener than ever, r ‘sulting as always in a general 
unsettling of markets and a frightening away Df consumers. The only satis- 
fuvtory feature of the situation ts that Continental! producer at last scem to be 
reslising that such a game is not worth plaving, for if continued it can only result 
in ultimate loss to all. 

Certain agerements and fusions of interests have already been made, which 
should resu!t in some ciimination of overlapping and wasteful competition, but 
the field has not vet been fully covered, and there are further difficulties to be 
overcome before we ean sav that the outlook is settled. | need hardly tell you 
that we have taken what part we could in helping to bring about a better state 
of affairs: Courtaulds have hitherto always stood for conciliation, agreement 
and order | growth. 


This brings phe to the subject of our own Continental commitments. Owing 
true to say that little, if anv, promt wa miact bt anyone in the Continental ravon 


industry during 1929, and as regards the factories in-which we are directly con- 
cerned, at Calais and Cologne. this was to disappointment to us, as they were 
tow recently started to justify the expectation of profits accruing at suc h an 
early date. The other companies. however, in which we are interested to large 
ASX sharcholders suffered falbs the prices of their shares, bringing 
the book values of these investments far below the prices which we paid for 
them. even though these prices were themselves far below the highest points 
reached by these shares. Consequent!y when we followed our invariable, and 
the onlv sound practice of writing down all our quoted investments to market 
prices at the end of the vear we found that we had very heavy sums to write off. 
REASONS FOR MAKING CONTINENTAL INVESTMENTS. 

Now | have no doubt that some of vou have asked why we ever made these 
investments. If they were to be reyarded merely as. financial speculations or 
valued merely by the probable direct vield from them, there would be some 
justification for doubt, although we might claim that every expansion in a business 
of this nature is necessarily a speculation, and that, though we may sometimes 
have guessed wrong, yet we have often guessed right. But thse investments 
were never regarded by us in this way; we acquired very important holdings, 
coupled with certain rights and .cbligations, in two large European rayon com- 
panies, with the main object of helping to stabilise world markets, and postpene, 
if we could not finally avert, the chaotic position to which unregulated competition 
has now after all reduced the industry on the Continent. 

We should naturally have liked these investments to have earned us hand- 
some dividends, but we did not count upon these, and we were even prepared 
to face such a writing-down of values as has actually occurred, for we believed 
that, even so, we should be substantially better off on balance. This belief I 
hold to have been justified, for the steps which we took in January, 1927, to prevent 
a wide market collapse continued to make themselves felt beneficially for about 
two years, and there ix no doubt that they played a very important part in pro- 
ducing the satisfactory results which we laid before you for the two years prior 
to 1929. Moreover, these investments. which in our opinion are now valued 
upon a solid basis, represent a series of alliances which should prove of inestimable 
worth to us in future negotiations, especially in the event of this country being 
laid open to attack by Continental importers’ through the removal of the 
artificial silk duties. (Hear, hear. 

GROUNDS FOR CONFIDENCE, 

_ As I have already kept you a long time endeavouring to give you a true 
picture of the difficulties which are naturally uppermost in all our minds, I will now 
mention more briefly the grounds which we have for confidence. In thé first place, 
we have made continued and substantial technical progress during the year, 
especially towards the simplification of methods, with important possibilities in 
the way of reduced costs. I need say no more about these except that they will 
undoubtedly add to our competitive strength, and, though we do not flatter our- 
selves with the possession of a monopoly of brains, under anything like fair 
conditions we shall not fear a trial of strength with anybody. (Hear, hear.) 

_ Then as to our financial methods, in spite of reduced earnings we have con- 
tinued to write down our plants at the usual rates of depreciation as hitherto, 
whether they have been in full work or not, so that our present-day costs of pro- 
duction will reap the full benefit of this, 

BOARD'S DIVIDEND POLICY. 

Now, finally, | am going to try to meet two lines of criticism to which we have 
been subjected—one, that we should have put ourselves in the position of being 
able to equalise dividends by distributing less liberal dividends in the past, and the 
other that we should have distributed a higher dividend this year and should not 
have written our special losses out of profits. It is evident that these two criticisms 
are, to some extent, mutually destructive, and they bring us back to this : that you 
cannot please everybody, unless everybody wants the same thing. (Laughter.) 

To those who think that we should have declared a lower dividend last year. 
and that the declaration which we did make raised false hopes as to the future 
1 would reply as follows: We had frequently been found fault with in the past 
for being illiberal to our shareholders, and for adding to what were called un- 
moceneneny large reserves. Last year we had exceptionally satisfactory profits to

Law Cases. 


Action Against Federation of Synagogues, 


Claim by Former Secretary. 


In the King's Bench Division on Wednes lay, before Mr. Justice 
Avory aud a Common Jury, two consolidated actions were heard, in 
which the plaintiff was Mr. Josepa BLANK. of Albany Villas, Hove. 
In the first action the defendants were Mr. Jacon MYER LIBGOTT, 
Little Alie Street, Aldgate, and Councillor Morris HAROLD DAVIS, 
Leman Street, Whitechapel (Treasurers) and Lord SWAYTHLING and 
Mr. ABRAHAM Harnis (Trust ees), sued on their own bebalf and as 


representing the members of ths Burial Society of the Federation 
of Synagogues. In th» second action the defendants were the same 
with the exception that Mr. S: Go LDS TEIN and not Councillor Morris 
Harold Davis was one of the two Tre asurers. They were sued as 
Officials of the Feder ction of Synagogues. 


Piaintiff’s claim in the first action was for a dec'aration that from 
April, 1926, he was entitleltoa pension of £300 a year and arrears; and 
in the second ac‘ion for damiges for alleged wrongful dismissal from tho 
l’‘ederation. 

The defence in the ac‘ioa was a deaial that there was any agree- 
ment to pry plaintiff a pensioa of £39) a year, and if a resolution was 
passed to that effect plaiatiff was not oatitled to rely on it beciuse of 
his misconduct; also that ifthe resolution way passed it was u'fra vires 
and invalid and the Barial Society are an illegal Association. In the 
second action the tefence was that plaintiff was not wrongfully dismissed 
and alternatively that plaintiff had been gul Ity of misconduct and that the 
Association was illegal. 

Sir INSKip, K.C., for tho plaintiff, the defendants named were 
Officials of the two Societies, bat in substaaca the actions.were against 
tis Societies. The Feleration was formad in 1837 to promote aad 
look after the interests originally of the miaor Synagogues in 
London. The Burial Society, which was ia fact part of the 
Federation, was formol som: years later to reduce the. number of 
charity funerals among Jews who were too poor to pay for buria'. 
The Burial Society comprised som. 12,099 members and was a very useful 
body, which collected ani spent considerable sums on behalf of its m:m- 
bers. Mr. Blauk in 1337 wa3 on the staff of THS JEWISH CHRONICLE and 
made the acquaintanca of Mr. Simu2!l Montagu, afterwards the fiest Lord 
Swaythiing. I[athat year the idea of the Fedor ation was conceived, and 
with the assistance of Mr. Montagu, the Federation was formed. Mr, 
Blank was connected with the Federatioa a3 Secreta ry from the b ‘ginniog, 
At its inception, there were sixteen synagog ues represented on the 
governing body, and the memborship was about 1,000. Mr. Blank did 
the whole of the secretarial work and was at first paid £20a year. As 
time went on and the work expanded, his salary ani al owances 
increased. Ia 189), the Burial Soclety was formed, Mr. Blank being 
the Secretary. He murried and weuat to live at Dalston, and later 
at Farleigh Roal, Stoks Newingtoa, Ia 1925, Mr. Blank was rece:viag 
£35) from each society anl hs had to provide offices and pay 
all incidental exp2uses. As the work of the Burial Society increased, 
land for a cemetery was acquired and this was added to from 
time totime. In connection with the burials and the upkeep of the 
cometery, arrangements were made for the cultivation of flowers and 
shrubs and a considerable trade in the sale of these things was carric.t on. 
When the first Lord Swaythling died, his eldest son, the second Lord 
Swaythling, took au intimite part in the management of the two bodies, 
and up to 1924 plaintiff enjoyed as he thought, the confidence of all the 
members of the two bodies. In that year, how ever, he became aware of 
indications of a desire to oust him from his position. The reason seemed to 
be this. Ithad been the practice about which there was nosecrecy what- 
ever, for parcels of flowers, fruit and vegetables arising from the culti- 
vated land at the cemetery to be sent to plaintiff’s house in Farleigh Road. 
That practice continued when he went to live at Hove, as he did for the 
benefit of his health in 1917. Ia 1924 plaintiff! found that charges were 
being made against him of misconduct and corruption. It was suggested 
that he hal converted property of the Burial Society to his own use and 
that he had taken bribes from contractors to the two bodies. Mr. blank 
consulted Lord Swaythling and asked to have an opportunity of meeting 
the charges. He all along protested he had not been guilty of anything 
improper, and he had never concealed thai fl» wers and other things had 
been sent to his house or that the cometery employees had done some 
jobs at his houss. Hventually there wasa meeting of the Burial Society, 
and a resolution was pissei to the eff ect that if Mr. Blank would resign 
the Secratiryship, the Society should pay him a pension of £300 a year. 
Mr. Blank had to leave England for a time on account of his health, but 
before he went he agreed to retire after three months on condition that 
he got the £309 a year ponsion. It was now said, remarked Counsel, that 


the resolution was not legal becauso it was not ratified at’a subse quent 


meeting. It was also said that the Society was an illegal society not- 
withstanding that it had carried on its activities for forty years with 
growing success and that it had been recogaised as a charity by the 
Revenue Authorities. Perhaps, strictly speaking, according to law, the 
Society ought to have been registered as a Friendly Society. Because of 
that they now sail they were an illegal Soci ety, and the inference was 
that their resolution was a scrap of paper not to be acted upon. Subse- 
quently, added Counsel, the Pederation gave plaintiff three months 
notice. Plaintiff's contention was that tha t was not enough and that he 
was entitled to twelve months’ notice. | 

Sir THOMAS futther said that so dissatisfied was Lord Swaythling, 
who had sines died, with the treatment plaintiff had received that he 
resigned his position as President of the Fc deration, : 

Mr. BLANK, the plaintiff, gave evidence bearing out Counsel’s state- 
ment. There was not, he said, the slightest secrecy about his receiving 
flowers and vegetables from the cultivated land at the cemetery. In 
fact, the gifts were authorised by the Treasurer for the time being. It 
was also with the knowledge and consent of the Treasurer for the time 
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being, that repairs were done at his house and work was done in his 
garden. He emphatically denied that he had ever received any bribes. 

Mr. BLANK added that when he became aware of charges being made 
azainst him he pressed for an inquiry, but no inquiry was held, and 
eventually he was induced to resign from the Barial Society on the 
understanding that he would get & pension of £300 a year. 

Sir T. INakeP: You are aware of charges of which particulars have 
been given. Have you ever corruptly converted any money of the 
Society or the Federation to your own use ? No. 

Has all the work done for you by the employees of the Society or 
Federation been work for which you obtained authority? It has. 

You are charged with having demanded induc:ments or rewards 
from one Burns. Have you ever taken bribes from anyone in connection 
with this Society’ Never. 

You are further charged with having corruptly demanded commis- 
sions from the Alliance Assurance Company of which you were an agent. 
Have you ever demanded or received anything from them except the 
ordinary agent’s commission? Nothing whatever. 

Have you retained books of the Society? I have not. 

Mr. BLANK farther denied that he had converted grants to his own 
use or money paid him for c!erical assistance. 

Have you taken, without the knowledge ofthe Society, any sums of 
money for which you have not properly accounted’ Not a single penny. 

In cross examination, by Mr. SINGLETON, K.C,, for the defence, Mr. 
Blank agreed that he did not pay carriage on the parcels which were sent 
to him. Sach payments did not come out of the fuads of the Society as 
far as he knew, because when he asked Lewis, the man engaged at the 
cemetery, for an account, Lewis gave him to understand hoe had paid the 
carriage out of his owa pocket audthat he was glid to do so as some 
return for favours he had received from witness. 

The hearing was adjourned. 


Diamond Syndicate Sued. 


Hearing Continued. 

The bearing hes been continued during the week in the King’s Bench

The plaintiff company alleges thet, when it hed a contract with the 
Diamond Syndicate under which the syndicate undertook to buy all the 
‘output of the compiny s fields in British Guiana, Mr. Otto Oppenheimer, 
who was acting as technical edviser to the company, instructed his repre- 
sentatives in British Guiena to teke steps which would result in cutting 
down the prices pric to the company for the diamonds and so lessen its power 
to purchase from the natives, end consequently reduce its output. The 
plaintiff compeny seys thet, in doing that, Mr. Oppenheimer was acting in 
the interests of the Diamond Syndicate, which was anxious to restrict the 
output of diamonds throughout the world. The defendants cleny all the 
allegations of conspiracy and freud made ageinst them. 

[The opening proceedings of the cease were reported in our lest issue. ] 

Mr. Victor Coen, a director of the plaintiff company, im the course of 
his evidence on behalf of the company, seid that on November 25th, 1927, 
he saw Mr. Otto Oppenheimer at the offices of the Diamond Syndicate. 
The result was thoroughly unsatisfactory. He (Mr. Coen) outlined all his 
complaints—that no expert had been appointed as he had demanded, that 
repeated promises to give particulars of diamond prices had never been 
carried out, thet Mr. Oppenheimer had taken four months of continual 
pressure to give an account and then gave “ a ridiculous thing, prepared by 
Mr. Tilley’s firm, which was not an account at all,” and that the prices 
received by the company for the diamonds seemed to be much below the 
prices set out in the schedule to the contract between the Diamond Syndicate 
and the company. “I told him that T had had nothing but promises which 
had been broken, excuses, evasions, and delays,’ added Mr. Coen. “I said 
that I had come to the end of my patience and that I was going to take 
most drastic steps.’ 

Mr. Otto Oppenheimer said that-he would produce every letter and 
telegram, and would show that no instructions had been sent to his repre- 
sentatives in British Guiana that prices should be reduced. He said that 
the account which was being prepared at that moment would show that the 
company wes entitled to between £53,000 and £4,000 as its share of profit 
on re-sales. He said that he would give him (the witness) that money if 
he (the witness) gave him security for it. ‘ I sard that that was ridiculous,” 
said Mr. Coen. 

Later in the clay he (the witness) saw Mr. Louis Oppenheimer, Mr. Ot‘o 
Oppenheimer, Mr. Claridge, Mr. Tilley and Mr. Stack. At the request of 
Mr. Louis Opponheimer he repeated his complaints. Mr. Louis Oppen- 
heimer said: ‘ We must look at this matter from the point of view of the 
welfare of the whole diamond industry. This company must be saved and 
a prosperous future provided for it.’ ‘‘ He asked me what 1 wanted,” Mr. 
Coen continued. ‘I said.that I wanted a substantial payment on account, 
that diamond prices should be raised, that there should be an investigation 
of all my complaints, and that a form of procedure should be adopted for 
carrying out the contract which would aveid suspicion in the future that 
anything wrong was being done.

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Purim. 
By AUNTIE. 
HERE. is one feature of the festival of “Purim, cele- 
brated to-day, which deserves a moment's.reflection. 
Those of you who have read Kipling’s jolly school. 
story “Stalky and Co.,” will remember how, when 
Stalky had scored off anyone he used to spin on his heels 
and exclaim “I gloat! I gloat!’, It might be thought that 
the dominant note of Purim is that of gloating over the dis. 
comfiture of the arch-enemy of Israel. That is not the real 
stamp of the Festival. 
REVENGE, 

Such a spirit is quite foreign to Jewish teaching. “ Thou 
shalt not avenge nor bear any grudge,” we are expressly taught. 
Vengeance is reserved to the Almighty. “To Me belongeth 
vengeance and recompense,” Moses quotes God as saying in 
his last testament, and the Psalmist addresses God “ to Whom 
vengeance belongeth.’ We do not celebrate Purim to gloat 
over the fate that befell Haman but to rejoice at the failure of 
the spirit of evil that stood for injustice and oppression. 
When tyranny stalks abroad we may take the advice of Moses: 
“Fear ye not, stand fast, and see the salvation of the Lord.” 

THE LESSON OF HISTORY. 

The story told in the Book of Esther is a lesson that must 
give us comfort and hope. Oppression may fortify itself by 
the machinery of the law. It may be sealed with the king’s 
ring, a “law of the Medes and Persians that cannot be 


altered.” ‘The war against religion in Russia to-day is “the 


law of the land.” The Purim story teaches us that such
